LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court re* 
versed today a lower court de* 
cision to grant a divorce. 


The unanimous opinion came 


on an appeal by Gean Lewis 
after her husband, J. C. Lew* 
is, was granted a divorce by 
Chancellor Henry S, Yocum Jr. 
of El Dorado, 


Lewis filed his divorce suit on 


grounds of personal indignities 
after Mrs. Lewis petitioned the 
court for support maintenance 
and an order restraining Lew- 
is from harming her, 


Justice John 
A. Fogleman 


said in the high court's opinion 
that Lewis was not entitled to 
a divorce because Mrs. Lewis 
had grounds for divorce "equal 
in degree and validity" to those 
of her husband even though she 
did not ask for a divorce. 


The Supreme Court sent the 


case back to the chancellor "for 
further proceedings not incon- 
sistent with this opinion." 


Fogleman said that marital 


difficulties between the Lewis' 
was at least equally the fault of 
Lewis. 


Witnesses testified that Lew- 


is used abusive language to- 
ward his wife and that she 
fussed at him frequently. 


The Supreme Court cited an 


earlier ruling that the courts 
ought not to interfere on either 
side of a divorce case when the 
conduct of each party is "a 
constant aggravation to further 
offense by the other." 


"It is not necessary to ... 


determine whether the conduct 
of either would be sufficient to 
warrant a divorce, provided the 
other was less guilty," the Su- 
preme Court said in that ear- 
lier case. "It is inmaterial for 
we find them about equally in 
fault, and an application of... 
legal principle . . . leaves neith- 
er in a position to demand the 
interposition of the court." 


In another case, the Supreme 


Court reversed and dismissed a 
$22,890 judgment against a rail- 
road for alleged negligence in 
connection with a collision that 
resulted in a motorist's death. 


The judgment was awarded 


by a jury in Union County Cir- 
cuit Court to Laverne 
Gray, 


whose husband was killed when 
his car was struck by a Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Co. freight train at acrossingon 
South Jackson Road about five 
miles south of El Dorado.

movies, In her first film, in 
1938, she was billed by her real 
name, 
Louise Hovick. "The 


Stigma, 1 guess," she explained, 
referring to her strip- tease ca- 
reer. But by 1962, billed as Gyp- 
sy Rose Lee for the screen, she 
laughed, "I guess the stigma 
has gone." 


In 1966 Miss Lee began her 


own nationally syndicated tele- 
vision talk show, commuting to 
a San Francisco studio by plane 
from her home in Beverly Hills. 


In her stripping days, the 


shapely Gypsy once said. "Bare 
flesh bores men. censors insist 
on covering up a girl's navel, 
the least glamorous portion of 
her anatomy. In Boston they 
made me put a rhinestone in 
mine." 


She had little censor trouble, 


for her act was more tease than 
strip. "I never try to stir up the 
animal in 'em." she once told 
writer J.P. McEvoy in Variety 
and the Reader's Digest. "Did 
you ever hold a piece of candy 
or a toy in front of a baby- Just 
out of his reach? Notice how he 
laughs? That's your strip audi- 
ence."

named Gloria who had with- 
drawn into her own world of 
fantasy, and an aggressive girl, 
Debbie, who directed hostility at 
herself as well as her family. 


In the therapy sessions, the 


patients talked about their fears 
and angers. Particularly reveal- 
ing were the parents of the pa- 
tients, 
talking 
with painful 


frankness of their perplexity 
and feeling of helplessness in 
dealing with the children. 


By program's end, marked 


improvement in the patients' 
conditions could be seen, al- 
though complete recovery was 
not insured. The program re- 
ported that millions of Ameri- 
can children are beset by emo- 
tional problems and only a few 
are receiving psychiatric help. 


It was a big subject to tackle 


in a relatively short program 
and could only shed a little 
light, but it was done with intel- 
ligence and sympathy. 


"Raquel" was one of those ov» 


erpr educed, overcostumed and 
overloud productions, apparent- 
ly designed to further enlarge 
Miss Welch's image as sex-sym- 
bol and movie star. The larger*

U.S. Forces in Europe 
at lowest level In 20 
Years, Pentagon Says

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has trimmed its 
forces 
In 
Europe to about 


300,000 men, the lowest level in 
20 years, according to new Pen- 
tagon figures. 


This is 10,000 below the last 


official figure and the smallest 
American force in Europe since 
1950 
when it stood at 145,000 


men. 


The newest reductions result- 


ed from streamlining of support 
and 
aministrative personnel, 


not 
by 
trimming 
combat 


strength, Pentagon authorities 
said. 


The drop from 310,000 to 


300,000 occurred over a span of 
months and followed similar 
cutbacks aimed at saving mon- 
ey and reducing the gold flow. 


The last U.S. reduction of 


combat elements in Europe was 
in 1968 when two Army brigades 
and some other units were 
brought back, although these 
units technically remain ear- 
marked for NATO. 


The United States has pledged 


not to remove any more combat 
forces 
from Europe through 


mid-1971. And there are indica- 
tions any withdrawals after that 
time will be held to a relatively 
small number. 


Although the Nixon adminis- 


tration is headed on a new for- 
eign policy course designed to 
minimize 
American overseas 


commitments, there appears to 
be substantial sentiment among 
both civilian and military lead- 
ers to maintain the American 
military presence h Europe at 
as high a level as possible. 


Army leaders are known to be 


in a mood to fight any substan- 
tial trimming of combat ele- 
ments in Europe, believing their 
forces facing the Iron Curtain 
are close to the lowest level con- 
sistknt^with an ability^ hold- 
back any significant Communist 
thrust long enough to allow help 
to reach Europe from the Unit- 
ed States and for NATO coun- 
tires to mobilize. 


The generals place small faith 


in forces based in the United 
States for immediate use in an 
emergency situation in Europe. 
They claim that forces present 
on the line are the only ones 
that count in such a situation. 


A partial U.S. pullback from 


Korea, perhaps next year, is 
considered 
more likely than 


combat force reduction in Eu- 
rope. 


The United States now has 


about 64,000 troops In Korea, 
chiefly in two Army divisions.

Two Planes 
Shot Down, 
10 Missing

SAIGON (AP) - The U,S, 


Command today announced the 
loss of a four<engme American 
gunship over southern Laos and 
a U.S. .Army helicopter near the 
besieged Dak Seang Special 
Forces camp. Ten Americans 
were killed, four were missing 
and one was rescued. 


It was the first AC 130 gunship 


reported shot down in the war, 
The U.S. Command said it was 
hit by enemy ground fire last 
Wednesday In the lower panhan- 
dle of Laos, apparently while on 
a mission over the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail, Six of the crewmen were 
killed, four were missing and 
one was rescued with minbr in- 
juries, a spokesman said. 


The AC130 is the gunship ver- 


sion of the C130 cargo and trans- 
port plane used to haul troops 
and war materials. The AC130 
carries four miniguns and four 
20mm cannon. 


The plane can make effective 


strikes despite conditions of 
poor visibility that often prevail 
in Laos. It uses high intensity 
lights and flares plus advanced 
top-secret detection devices. 


A UH1 Army helicopter was 


shot down Saturday near Dak 
Seang, seven miles from the 
Laotian border, and all four 
crewmen were killed, the com- 
mand said. Spokesmen said It 
was the 14th American aircraft 
shot down supporting the South 
Vietnamese and their American 
Green Beret advisers who have 
been tinder siege since April 1. 
In all, 17 American crewmen 
have been killed and 14 wound- 
ed in aircraft supporting Dak 
Seang.

Sex Counselors 
Think Plan to 
Up Marriages 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK (AP) - Two pio- 


neers in sex research say they 
believe they have developed a 
method to prevent many thou- 
sands of marriages from break- 
ing up over sexual problems. 


It involves a 14-day intensive 


course of counseling concerning 
a couple's sexual difficulties, 
with suggestions frequently giv- 
en concerning specific sexual 
behavior. Problems include im- 
potence in men and women's 
failure to reach orgasm. 


Over the last 11 years, 510 


couples 
have 
received such 


therapy, with eight out of 10 
men 
and women overcoming 


their sexual difficulties, Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Masters and Virginia E. 
Johnson write in a new book, 
"Human 
Sexual 
Inadequacy," 


published today. (Little, Brown 
& Co. $12.50) 


Furthermore, about this same 


proportion of beneficial results 
has 
been 
maintained among 


people who were kept track of 
for five years or more. Among 
155 of these couples, three were 
divorced and four had filed for 
legal 
separation 
when 
they 


came for treatment, but five 
years later all seven couples 
were back together. 


After the counseling, 
three 


other couples had divorced and 
one had filed for separation five 
years later. But "the low di- 
vorce incidence in the sexually 
reconstituted marital units is of 
real interest, particularly when 
nationally reported levels of di- 
vorce incidence are contemplat- 
ed," 
Dr. Masters and Mrs. 


Johnson say. 


Sex problems are a major fac- 


tor in the epidemic of American 
divorces— with 
one 
in three 


marriages winding up in di- 
vorce— and by some estimates 
maybe half of American mar- 
riages are either already "sex- 
ually dysfunctional" or will be 
in the near future, the authors 
say. 


Dr. Masters and Mrs, Johnson 


are well known for their studies 
in which physiological and ana- 
tomical observations were made 
of men and women responding 
to sexual stimulation in the lab- 
oratory 
at the Reproductive 


Biology 
Research 
Foundation 


in St. Louis. These findings 
were reported 
in their first 


book, 
"Human Sexual Re- 


sponse," 


Some of that information has 


been applied in counseling peo- 
ple referred 
to the Masters- 


Johnson team by doctors, psy- 
chiatrists, ministers or other 
specialists. 


While their laboratory studies 


expanded 
knowledge 
of 
the 


physiology of sex, the marital 
counseling represented an effort 
to make more effectime human 
use of increasing knowledge 
concerning sexuality. This in- 
cludes psychological and emo* 
tional aspects of sex and hang- 
ups resulting from ignorance, 
myths and superstitions, and 
fears and anxieties, they ex- 
plained. 


Among highlights of their new 


report: 
-In marital sexual difficult 


ties, even if one spouse has the 
primary problem, "there is no 
such thing as an 


partner." 
And in their 
ap- 


proach, "the marital relation- 
ship is considered the patient." 


— Fifty-seven persons' refer- 


red for treatment were single or 
divorced. This posed a problem, 
for the clinical treatment re- 
quires 
a 
partner 
who can 


cooperate and help, "someone 
to hold onto, talk to, work with, 
learn from, be a part of, and 
above all else, give to and get 
from" during the two weeks of 
intensive therapy. 


The three women among the 


57 single persons brought male 
friends as partners and 13 of the 
single 
men 
brought 
female 


friends. Thirteen women in the 
St. Louis area were selected out 
of 
3 to 
volunteered 
to 
be 


"surrogate wives" for the other 
4 men treated during the 11 
years. After the therapy, 32 of 
these 41 men had resolved their 
problems, and 24 of them have 
since married, saying they are 
now happily married. 


— The fee for the two-week 


program now Is $2,500 which in- 
cludes counseling 
during the 


five-year followup period, but 
about 25 per cent of the patients 
pay nothing because they can- 
not afford it, and another 25 per 
cent pay a partial fee. The in- 
come helps support 
the $500,- 


000-a-year budget of the founda- 
tions, which is planning to rein- 
strument its laboratory for new 
neurophysiological 
studies of 


sex, including the effects of sex- 
ual activity on men and women 
who have had heart attacks, Dr. 
Masters said in an interview. 


The goal in treatment is not to 


tell people what is right or 
wrong in sexual relationships, 
but primarily how to help them 
re-establish communication be- 
tween each other, Dr. Masters 
and Mrs. Johnson add. One ear- 
ly step, thus, is simply to ask 
them to touch each other.
